Auto Owner’s Story of Crime. 
As Libby tells the story, he. was waiting at 


for somebody to come along and rent the 
car. Whitney, the starter atthe Boulevard, 
got a telephone call from Jack Rose, who 
left orders to have the automobile run up to 
Fourteenth street. Libby told Shapiro to 
have.the car there. 

Shapiro drove uptown, but was a little late. 
He got there about 11:30 and found Rose and 
two men impatientiy waiting. One of the 
pair Shapiro knew only as Itzke. The other 
was a stranger to him, he says. . Rose, Itzke, 
and the stranger piled into the auto and told 
Shapiro to drive on uptown. 

Shapiro admitted that he whisked the car 
from Sixth avenue into Forty-third street 
and halted it by the curb in front of the 
Acker, Merrell and Condit building, just east 
of the Cohan theater. 


Quiet on Scene of Murder. 

Here the Libby-Shapiro tale of advent#re 
halted. Neither Libby nor Shapiro will admit 
they had anything to do with the killing and 
don’t want to talk about the scene in West 
Forty-third street until they go before the 
district attorney. So they took up their 
story today at the point where their patrons 
Icaped back into the car and were hustling 
for safety. - 

Shapiro shows a broken head as evidence 
that one of Rosenthal’s murderers pounded 
him with the butt of a revolver in an effort 
to make him drive faster, and to let him know 
that he would be killed in his seat if he fal- 
tered in the dash for freedom. 

“I started the car while the men were 
climbing into it,”’ said Shapiro. ‘*‘ A couple of 
them were still on the running board when I 


One stood up in the 
tonneau and hammered me over the head 
with his pistol. He told meif I let up in the 
speed I would be beaten to death. I didn't 
see any policemen. If there were any in our 
path they kept themselves out of sight.’’ 


Tells Libby of Adventure. 

Shapiro told the route he took until he got 
to Forty-ninth street and Third avenue, and 
continued: 

“ There I was ordered to stop. My passen- 
gers, four men, climbed out and I was told to 
beat it. 

*“*I drove home to 35 Stuyvesant street as 
fast as possible and woke up Libby. I told 
him what had been going on. Libby said he 
would put the car to bed for me, so he got 
up and dressed and drove away.” 

The admission of Libby and Shapiro that 
Jack Rose hired the car for Monday night 
and was one of the passengers led to an in- 
vestigation of Rose’s movements. Rose 
dropped out of sight after the auto raid on 
the Metorpole. Itzke also disappeared. 


Whitman Assails the Police. 

Their names are not the only ones the police 
have. A statement was made tonight tha: 
the Rosenthal murder has been cleared up, 
‘‘all but the arrest of the murderers.” 

District Attorney Whitman made this posi- 
tive statement today: 

**I am not making war on the police de- 
partment. I am not charging that the police 
department committed that crime, but I do 
charge that the police let the murder of Her- 
man Rosenthal be committed and permitted 
the murderers to escape. 

* Detective File wags within twelve ‘cer 
of the spot where the shooting occurred and 
made no effort to capture the men responsible 
for the killing, and, elthough he saq them 
all at close range, he is unable to identify 
any of them. There were five policemen 
within 300 feet of the spot where the Killing 
occurred. o 

“Jt should have taken the furthest away 
policeman but fifteen seconds to reach the 
scene, and yet not one of them was there. 
They say that they pursued the touring car 
and saw it getting away from them. This ‘is 
a lie. The taxicab taken by the police did 
not start until the touring car was out of 
sight. They made no éffort to start the taxi 
until the ‘murderers were out of sight. The 
chauffeur, Horan, told me so himself.” 


Heard Threats on Boat. 

“ Bridgie’’ Webber, an east side sporting 
man. was arrested today, and, after being 
questioned, was released on nominal beil. 

_ Webber admitted he had heard a suspicious 
conversation the day preceding the crime be- 
tween members of a poker party on a steamer 
excursion up Long Igland sqund..

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POISON ON “MYSTERY” FARM 


State Chemists Continue Inquiry 
in Clinton County, 


WATER AND MILK TAINTED. 


Dense Fog of Stifling Nature and Sul- 
phuariec Odor Covers Land. 


Mount Vernon, I/L., July 17.—8tate chemfsts 
continued today the investigation which was 
started by local physicians in hope of finding 
the cause of the death of nine persons in re- 
cent years on the Ackermann farm in Cin- 
ton county. John Ackermann, a wealthy 
farmer, was the last victim of a mysterious 
death. He died last Friday. 

Local physicians have been unable to agree 
cn the cause of his death, which Was similar 
to eight others who have resided there. 

Some pronounced the deaths due to a min- 
eral poison and others attributed them to a 
poisonous weed that is found in the vicinity 
of a well at the east fork of the Kaskaskia 
river. 


Water and Milk Poisoned. 

Water taken from the well shows poison- 
ous substances, and milk from the cows that 
feed on the pastures at the Ackermann farm 
also shows a poison. A dense fog that is 
peculiar to that section of the county is of 
a stifing nature and of a sulphurié odor. 

Fresh killed meats of animals slaughtered 
on the Ackermann-farm in a short time turn 
spotted and give off a pecular- odor. 

The Ackermann farm is the property of the 
heirs of the late Godfrey Palm. Twenty years 
ago a family of five, who occupied the prem- 
ises, died from a mysterious disease. 


Had Disease That Killed Palms. 

Ackermann, thefirst tenant after’ the 
Palms, always said he never would drink the 
water. He depended on a-cistern for his 
drinking water, but used the milk from the 
cows. He started to get weak several! months 
ago, and had at the time of his death all the 
symptoms of the disease that killed the 
Palms. 


GIRL SUICIDE’S FRIEND FOUND. 


Man Who Accompanied Miss Milet Be- 
fore She Leaped Into River Gives 
Himself Up. 


After. being sought four days, Leo. E. Bife) 
surrendered to the police yesterday and con- 
fessed he was the man with whom 19 year 
old Annie Milet, 1524 Belmont avenue, had 
quarreled just before she threw herself into 
the river Saturday night.

Al! bureaus dealing with ques- 
tions affecting labor or capital would be 
transferred to the new department, as would 
the bureau of immigration.

He 
was a professor of science at the Paris uni- 
versity, a member of the institute and of the 
French academy, inspector general of mines, 
and a corresponding member of the Acad- 
emy of Sciences at Washington.

Even Too Much for a Sleuth.
